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Canada Carries On 


By a vote of more than two to one the 
members of the House of Commons 
pledged themselves to “Aid the Govern- 
ment in maintaining a vigorous war ef- 
fort.” 

An incidental effect of the vote was to 
declare parliament's confidence in the Gov- 
ernment. The resolution is something more 
than a declaration that Canada’s vigorous 
war effort should be continued. It asserts 
also that the members will “Aid the Govy- 
ernment” in carrying on this effort. 

This vote of course carries approval of 
the order-in-council by which drafted men 
are made liable to be sent overseas. While 
the order gives 16,000 as the number, the 
action of parliament gives blanket author- 
ity to send any number which may be 
found necessary, by the simple expedient 
of passing another order. 

Conscription for home defence has thus 
been broadened into conscription for serv- 
ice anywhere. To this the electors gave di- 
rect consent two years ago, when the pleb- 
iscite was held. Parliament has endorsed 
the order which proposed that this permis- 
sion be acted upon. Conscription for “gen- 
eral service” is thus proclaimed to be the 
law of the land. 

Voluntary enlistment has not of course 
been ruled out. Any member of the home 
defence forces or the reserve forces or any 
civilian who is physically and otherwise fit 
may join up voluntarily, just as at any 
time in the past. 

The important outcome of two weeks of 
unnecessary wrangling is assurance that 
our troops overseas will get reinforcements 
to whatever number may be required. That, 
as the Prime Minister said in closing the 
debate, is what matters—not the effect 
upon the fortunes of any political party. 
Any doubt on this point has been removed, 
if there was any real doubt in any quarter.

The hotel will probably be able to rent 
its accommodations whether it stands in a 
slum district or in a park. But the effect 
of a slum district in the heart of a growing 
city is disastrous to the whole community.

in spite of full employment 


“A totally different way out of 
the difficulty could be found by 
associating the workers with the 


control of indusiry. If industry be- 
comes a co-operative enterprise, so 
that the slacker or inefficient work- 
er is injuring his fellows instead of 
cheating his employer, the whole 
problem of discipline is set in a 
different frame.” 

We have seen why many in 
dustrialists want a margin of unem 
ployment. The banking interests 
have still another reason. Their 
business is the creating of money 
snd renting it out to needy borrow 
ers, Thus it is in the interests of 
the banking system to keep the 
average person always on the bord 
erline of poverty. Through low 
wages and periods unemployment 
the workers are prevented from 
accumulating a sufficient nest egs 
to give them economic security 
Thus the money lenders are assur 
ed of always having a good cron 
of needy borrowers, as well as be 
ing able to dominate their fellow 
men through the power of money 
Such a condition must continue to 
prevail as long as our money sys- 
tem is controlled as a private mon 
opoly. This is not intended in any 
way as a condemnation of the aver- 
ze industrialist or bank employee 
These people are, with few excep 
tions, among our very finest citi- 
ens, But even the best of them are 
forced to follow the prevailing sys 
tem if they want to stay in business 
It is the money system itself which 
is wrong and which must be 
changed
